To the inhabitants of the Town of Meredith qualified 
to vote in town affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said town on the 12th day of March 1935, at nine of 
the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To bring in your ballots for Town Clerk, one 
Selectman for three years, Treasurer, two Auditors, 
Collector of Taxes, Chief of Police, Traffic Officer, one 
Trustee of Trust Funds for three years, two Library 
Trustees for three years, and Road Agent. 


2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers. 
3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 


Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
amount of money for the support of the Town, for 
the ensuing year, as determined by the Town Budget 
Committee in its report. 


5. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the repair of Town Highways and Bridges. 


6. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for general Highway expenses.

7. To see if the Town will vote to raise $3,600.00 
for the purchase of Fire Apparatus. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $4,000.00 for the construction of the 
Meredith-New Hampton and Meredith Center road, 
provided the State shall appropriate the sum of $8,000. 
for the same purpose; it being understood that if said 
appropriation is made by the State and the Town ac- 
cepts said special aid, that the Town shall not be en- 
titled to aid for Class II roads. 


9. To see if the Town will accept State Aid for 
the construction of the Class II road known as Mere- 
dith-New Hampton and Meredith Center road and raise 
and appropriate or set aside for said purpose the sum 
of $2,971.00 or will accept State Aid for construction 
of Class V roads and raise and appropriate or set aside 
for said purpose the sum of $858.37.

During the past year through the cooperation of Dr. 
Pottle, we had several dental clinics and attended to the 
dental work of 38 children. 

Nineteen children had their tonsils removed. These 
clinics were held at the Laconia Hospital and made 
possible through the courtesy and cooperation of Miss 
Lillian Williams, supt., Dr. Turley, who operated, and 
Miss Williams and Dr. Perley who gave the anaesthe- 
tic. 

Eleven children had their eyes tested and obtained 
glasses. 

Nine patients were taken to Dr. Jones’ Orthopedic 
clinic in Laconia and those needing braces were taken 
to his office in Manchester where they were fitted and 
these were obtained through the Department of Public 
Welfare. 

Seven patients were taken to the T. B. clinic in La- 
conia and two patients were taken to the cancer clinic. 

It was possible to accomplish the above corrective 
work by the funds made available by the Child Recov- 
ery Program of $165.67, the State Public Welfare Dep- 
artment, State Relief Administration, the Salvation 
Army and Red Cross funds, the Thursday Afternoon 
Bridge Club, and in some cases the families have been 
able to share part of the expense. 

The N. H. Tuberculosis Ass’n held one clinic in the 
Lang Street School on May 238d. There were 65 patients 
examined by Dr. Kerr, Sec. of the Ass’n, assisted by 
Miss Marion Garland, County Tuberculosis Nurse. 


In March 29 children were inocculated for whooping 
cough. This was sponsored by the School Board. 

It was made possible through the Relief Adminis- 
tration last winter to give cod liver oil and 14 pint of 
milk daily to those children who needed it and were 
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not able to pay for it. The results were very satisfac- 
tory. 

The Audiometer was loaned the schools of Meredith 
by the State Department of Education and was in 
charge of Miss Grace Hernandez, R. N. The children 
of all the schools had their hearing tested and of the 
328 examined there were 42 who should have a check- 
up. : 

We are very. grateful for the many donations of 
clothing and money during the past year and they have 
been much appreciated by those receiving them.

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REPORT OF HEADMASTER 


Meredith, N. H., February 18, 1935. 


To the Superintendent of Schools, Board of ‘Educa- 
tion, and Citizens of Meredith: 


Education is not alone for the present but for the 
future. 

Such was the philosophy directing the policies of 
Meredith High School when I submitted my first 
annual report twelve years ago. The intervening years 
have served to strengthen and emphasize this state- 
ment. 

A high school has two fundamental principles to 
safeguard and to develop. The first is to maintain high 
standards for all subjects taught. The second is to 
enrich its curriculm to meet the changing conditions. 


Standards of Scholarship 


Previous reports have given the standards of Mer- 
edith High School as judged and rated from several 
points of view. In all these we are proud to say that 
our school received favorable comment and rating. 
Our school has enjoyed for many years the certificate 
privilege of the New England Entrance Certificate 
Board, a privilege which allows our graduates to enter 
over a dozen New England colledes without entrance 
examinations. During the past year, upon our applica- 
tion, another New England University, not a member 
of this board, granted us the certificate rating. An 
institution will not do this unless upon investigation a

school’s standards are satifactory, and unless in the 
past its graduates have carried on a high grade of 
college work. 


Enrichment of Curriculum 


In this second fundamental principal of education 
Meredith High School has reached a point which 
requires the thoughtful and sincere consideration of 
every citizen. The ever increasing per cent of pupils 
continuing their education through the high school 
has given to these schools an added responsibility of 
providing an ever broadening course of study. 

Meredith has squarely met this condition. New 
courses in bookkeeping, economics, sociology, and 
biology have been added to the curriculum within the 
last ten years until the school has reached a point in 
physical growth which will not permit further develop- 
ment until more room is provided. To better under- 
stand the present situation one must take into consid- 
eration the following factors characteristic of the ten 
year period from 1925 to 1935. 


Factors of Growth, 1925 - 1935 


1. Space and equipment for the senior high school 
were planned originally for 80 pupils. 


2. In this period our senior high school has grown 
from 81 pupils to 125 pupils, a gain of over 56 percent. 


3. Extra curricular activities have grown and 
functioned as justified by the demands. 


4. There has been no change in number of teachers 
on the teaching staff. 
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5. Classes of between 60 and 70 pupils have 
enrolled in science courses where laboratory facilities 
were available for only 16. 


6. The school day has ben increased 19 minutes 
which makes our school day one of the longest in the 
state. 


7. The number of pupils per teacher has steadily 
increased to a point which is surpassed by only one 
high school in the state. Our average is nearly 50% 
higher than the state’s average of last year. 


Meeting Crowded Conditions 


Success in meeting these crowded conditions has been 
possible because of the untiring efforts of a staff of 
experienced teachers, and because of the highest type 
of cooperation by all parties concerned with our educa- 
tion. 

Classrooms have been rearranged to make available 
every bit of space. Large classes have been divided in- 
to two and three divisions. Post graduate students and 
seniors have served as laboratory assistants. The home 
economics laboratory has been used as a home room. 
One class this year has reported daily 10 minutes 
before the opening of school so that it might meet the 
time requirements of that particular course. Nearly 
75 pupils travel to and from the Legion Hall weekly 
in order to obtain music instruction. No room is avail- 
able for this instruction in the school building. Student 
council members and individual pupils have carried 
along with a_ high degree of loyalty and efficiency 
many routine tasks ordinarily carried out by the 
teaching staff. 
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Meeting these conditions has been an education in 
itself, an education in working together, happily, 
efficiently, and successfully. .However, some of the 
remedies applied are at best temporary and it is quite 
essential that more space be provided in the future 
for the high school. It likewise seems essential that we 
do not handicap our pupils with a narrow course of 
study and crowded classes. Especially does this seem 
pertinent in reference to a course for our boys which 
will in some way parallel the Home Economics course 
for our girls. The answer to this need seems to be a 
course in shop work. 

There has been but one motive worthy of a recital 
of the foregoing facts, and that is to give our young 
people the very best school that we can. This and only 
this is the reason for the elaboration on our crowded 
conditions.

The Curriculum 


Upon recommendation of the superintendent and 
headmaster the Board of Education has approved the 
following changes in the curriculum. 
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1. The double period for the freshmen-sophomore 
course in Home Economics was lengthened ten minutes 
per day so as to meet the Federal requirements of the 
George Ellzey Act. Approval under this Act was 
applied for and granted our school. This approval 
brings us financial aid, raises the standards of the 
course, and gives us increased supervisory aid from 
the state. 


2. First year Latin was dropped but will be given 
again next year. Only two pupils enrolled in the course 
this year, and therefore it was dropped to allow time 
for a second division in Business Organization which 
had an enrollment of over 50 pupils. 


3. Two courses in the seventh grade, Geography 
and History, were replaced by a modern double period 
course in Social Science. 


The Teaching Staff 


There has been one change in the staff for this year. 
Ralph C. Magnuson, a graduate of Boston University 


in 1931, is instructor in Latin and History, and is also 
Athletic Director. 


Regular monthly teachers’ meetings are held when 
educational programs are given. The staff is organized 
into 16 committees which supervise school affairs and 
activities.

The Meredith-Center Harbor Rotary Club has coop- 
erated financially to make this instruction available. 
The American Legion has likewise cooperated in giving 
the use of its hall at a minimum cost for light and fuel. 


Miscellaneous Activities 


Prize Speaking: 

The fifth annual Prize Speaking was held April 20. 
The contest was made compulsory for juniors. From 
‘a group of nearly 30 speakers, who spoke before a 
board of judges on the preceeding afternoon, eleven 
pupils were selected for the finals.

Our School Buildings and Equipment 


Meredith’s school buildings are modern, in good 
repair, and well equipped, with the exception of the 
one room schools in rural sections. The high school 
building is seriously over-crowed; built for a senior 
high school enrollment of about 80, it now houses 125. 
The heating system at the Lang Street school seems to 
be inadequate to warm the rooms in_ severely cold 
weather. The ventilating heater at Meredith Center, 
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although a modern and satisfactory make, shows the 
effect of rough treatment, and the ventilating flues 
are not usable. At the Robinson Hill school, repairs 
or improvements on the building and toilets will be 
essential if school is to be maintained there another 
year. The box stoves, both at the Robinson and Dolloff 
Schools, are broken or damaged so that they constitute 
a real fire hazard. 


Changes in Supervisory Unions 


In 1933, the State Legislature, by cutting the 
appropriation for state-wide supervision of schools, 
made necessary a decrease in the number of superin- 
tendents employed, and a rearrangement. of the school 
districts in various unions in such a way as to increase 
the number of teachers under each superintendent. 
Meredith is now included with four other districts,— 
Ashland, Center Harbor, Holderness, and New Hamp- 
ton. 


Music Supervision 


For the past year, Meredith has gone without the 
services of a supervisor of music, as funds were insuf- 
ficient to employ one. Through the generosity of the 
Meredith-Center Harbor Rotary Club, we have tempor- 
arily employed Donald E. Musgrove of Bristol to fill 
this position. Mr. Musgrove began his work about 
December first. He devotes six class periods each week 
to supervising vocal music in grades 1 to 6, and one 
afternoon to work with players of orchestra instru- 
ments and to training a high school chorus. The instru- 
mental and chorus groups are meeting in American 
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Legion Hall, as there is no room in our crowed high 
school building for these activities. 

Much enthusiasm is being shown by pupils for this 
work in music, and it, is hoped that it may be continued 
through appropriations made at the annual school 
meeting. 


Teaching the Fundamentals 


Whatever other worth while activities the schools 
may encourage or develop in our children, we must 
never lose sight of those old-fashioned necessities, 
reading, writing, arithmetic, spelling and English. To 
aid in directing instruction in these branches, standard- 
ized tests are being given from time to time to deter- 
mine the standing of each class and individual as com- 
pared with others in’ the same grade elsewhere. These 
tests have another valuable function—to determine the 
points of weaknees in each pupil’s preparation, and thus 
to guide the teachers in providing drill where it is most 
needed. 


Federal Project in Education 


Two phases of educational work undertaken by the 
Emergency Relief Administration are of interest to 
Meredith citizens. Under the program of adult educa- 
tion, evening classes in music, bookkeeping, and arith- 
metic are now being maintained here. For children 
under school age, a nursery school has been opened on 
Plymouth Street, and is in session five days each week 
with about twenty enrolled. 


Recommendations for 1935 - 1936 
(a) It seems to me the most fundamental need.of our 


high school is another teacher. The headmaster’s re- 
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port states in detail the reason for this request—the 
gradual increase in senior high school enrollment from 
80: pupils in 1922 to 125 in 1935—with no increase in 
the teaching staff during that time. 


(b) The crowded situation at the high school can 
best be relieved by removing grades 5 and 6 from this 
building. I believe the most practical way to do this is 
to provide two more rooms at the Lang Street school 
for this purpose. This building is so designed that it 
will be possible to add rooms upstairs. 


(c) The work of music supervision should be con- 
tinued during the coming year. 


Conclusion 


Grateful acknowledgment is here made of the 
splendid cooperation of the teachers, school board, 
parents and other citizens during the present year. 
Special credit should be given the American Legion 
and Auxiliary, the Woman’s Progress Club, the Con- 
necting Links and the Rotary Club for active assist- 
ance, financial and otherwise, to make possible the nur- 
sery school and music classes. Many individuals also 
have helped in various ways, but limited space will 
not permit me to mention them all. Let us continue to 
work together for the good of our children.
